THE 10:30 BY-LAW 


An interesting development arose in Lindsay Coun- 
cil’s regular meeting this week when Councillor M. 
DeGroat failed to get a seconder for a motion which 
called for the enforcement of the ‘10:30 By-law’... 
No one apparently wanted to quit on time and this 
ir indeed a striking development in this age when 
any tardiness in being punctual at quitting time is 


is almost unpardonable. 


For the benefit of those who may not be familiar 
with the 10:30 by-law, it is a regulation designed to 
fix the hour at which councils meetings shall adjourn. 
In recent years it has seldom been adhered to but 
councillors usually pause long enough to move that 
it be suspended so they may proceed with a, clear 


conscience. 


Mr, DeGroat tried, unsuccessfully, to have the by- 
law enforced and we are sorry that he didn’t succeed. 
It is about time that someone recognized that people 
cannot spend 50 per cent or better of the night doing 
business and then be expected to perform efficiently 
the next day. More frequent meetings of shorter dura- 
tidn would benefit everyone. 

The early councillors who drafted the 10:30 by- 
law had something on the ball . ... They had sense 
enough to recognize the wisdom of limiting their hours 
of deliberations and to realize that beyond a certain 
point they were tired men doing an important job 
with less than the ordinary efficiency it required.

| HEART ATTACKS OF BUS 
DRIVERS MAY BE DUE TO 
STEADY TENSION 

In a recent column, I questioned 
lack of -exercise as tho cause of 
| coronary thrombosis, For example, 
{a recent study contended that bus 
drivers had a greater death rate 
than conductors, The reason given 
was that bus drivers “just sat’ 
| and didn't get’ around enough. I 
wonder !f “driving tensions” might, 
not be a cause. Hére are some 1n- 
teresting observations by the, wife 
of a bus driver: 

Dear Dr. Steincronn: I was in- 
terested in your recent column 
which told of the study by Dr. 
J. N. Norris of England. His con- 
clusions were that “London bus 
drivers (being sedentary) had twice 
the sudden death rate compared to 
the bus conductors who are con- 
stantly on their feet, moving 
around.” 

It is true a large percentage of 
bus operators die from heart con- 
ditions, and often at an early age, 
but I do not agree with Dr. Norris 
that it is because of drivers being 
sedentary. I think they die of heart 
attacks because of the constant 
strain and pressure that they are 
under. Operating a bus is no easy 
job. 

A conductor may keep on the 
go but he is not under the ner- 
yous strain of the operator. My 
husband is a bus and street car | 
operator here in Washington, so 
I know quite a bit about the job. | 
In cities such as this, where there | 
is only one man on a bus or car, 
the operator has even more re- 
sponsibilities than in some cities 
where they have two men. 

This one man, while driving, has 
to watch traffic, give out change 
and transfers and answer ques- 
tions—with a smile! During bad 
weather their job is even more 
hazardous. Bus drivers are con-| 
stantly under tension as they have 
to be at certain places at a certain 
time—and every light counts! They 
strive to keep on schedule. 

I am enclosing a page from a 
transit magazine which lst the | 
cause of death among transit men. 
It is the same month after month; 
the majority die from heart con- 
ditions. But I will always believe 
that it is the TENSION that kills 
them. —Mrs. E.S.R. 

COMMENT: I go along with you, 
Mrs. ESR. As between lack of 
exercise and tension as a cause of 
heart attacks, I believe that un- 
remitting daily tension is the mere} 
likely cause. 

FREQUENT COLDS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have two 
girls who go to school when they 
are not down with that nuisance 
called the common cold. They eat 
well, drink plenty of milk and 
are otherwise “pictures of health” 
—but they have one cold after the 
other. 

Are there any suggestions to pre- 
vent theses colds Will vitamins 
help? I know your mail must con- 
tain many more serious problems. 
Nevertheless, I am sure that this 
simple, everyday cold worry is up- 
permost in many mothers’ hearts. 
—Mrs. F. E. 

ANSWER: TI know of no specific 
treatment for the common cold. 
Vitamins may or may not help, 
What is most important is find- 
ing the cause—if possible. 

‘This bears repetition: Have you 
considered allergy as a possible 
cause? As I have frequently said 
here, “Colds that. seem to hang 
on or recur frequently” should be 
considered as possible “allergles’— 
until proved otherwise. 

Ask your doctor to refer your 
daughters to an allergist. Feather 
pillows, dust, etc., may be the 
cause.

Loss of judgment and the capacity for self-criticism occurs 
before obvious symptoms of intoxication. : 

It takes at least three hours to oxidize (eliminate) one ounce 
of pure alcohol (about 2 cocktails). 

Two cocktails (about 0.04% of alcohol in the blood) may re- 
duce visual acuity as much as wearing dark glasses at night. 

“Under the Influence” means that due to drinking alcohol a 
person has lost (to any degree) some of the clearness of mind and 
self-control that he would otherwise possess. 

You do not have to be obviously intoxicated to be “Under 
the Influence” and an unsafe driver, 

Pure alcohol leaves no odor on the breath —. it is the flavours 
in the beverage that cause the odor. 

Coffee or other stimulants will not offset the effects of alcohol. 
Only time can eliminate alcohol from the blood stream. 

Chemical tests provide the police with a scientific means 
to determine whether or not alcohol has reduced ‘a driver’s ability.

Preserving a heritage 
—————— 


A Lindsay man comments on 
Victoria’s Historical Society 


The Victoria County Historical 
Society has inspired Dr, Wm. 
Schwarz of Lindsay to submit the 
following interesting and informa- 
tive article on the preservation of 
things historic generally and as ap- 
plied to this district. 

Quote his article: 

“A study of Canadian history re- 
veals the fact that many of our in- 
stitutions, customs and character- 
istics are indigenous to our soil, 
Most of the best things in any civili- 
| zation, have their roots in the past. 
In all arts we must still bow to oth- 
er and older countries, whose classic 
treasures we have appropriated in 
part as our rightful inheritance, as 
we ourselves or our forefathers have 
been an integral part of this cul- 
ture. On the whole however, the 
history of our country illustrates the 
truth of the continuity of history, 
the transplanting of Europeans and 
European institutions to the new 
world and their development under 
new conditions. That most of our 
institutions have grown by evolu- 
tion from the beginnings made by 
the early settlers and brought by 
them from their home across the 
sea, no thoughtful student of hist- 
ory will deny. Just as proud as we 
can be of this inheritance left to us 
im sacred trust by our forebearers, 
we must do our share to keep and 
preserve it for the generations to 
come. To give a people a new sense 
of their future we need first the 
historian, who will give them a new 


sense of the past. By giving people} 


a sense of continuity in all their 
efforts it confers upon them a feel- 
ing of the importance of human a- 
chievement. It is indeed much 
more than a sentimental motive or 
a glorifying reverence which in- 
duces us to preserve and treasure 
the things and thoughts of the past. 
The characteristics of a region 
and of the successive generations 
of its people are woven into the 
stories of economic and cultural 
evolution. These things of the past, 
present a picture of deep interest 
to anyone who would like to know 
how our forefathers lived. These 
historic datas represent an accum- 
wiation of valuable deails, which 
otherwise might be lost; of the self- 
contained, self-sufficient existence 
of the home industries by which our 
forefathers converted the products 
of fields and pastures and woodland 
to fill the modest needs, of their 
homes and what was in them, of 
their raiment and its manufacture 
of their simple but wholesome soc- 
fal life in the family and with their 
neighbours As we base our own 
progress on the accomplishments of 
che past, these things have much 
more than the sentimental value 
xhich we are prone to attach to 
hem. They serve as a stepping 
stone in the continuous progress of 
mur civilization.

One application of starter solu- 
tion is all that is required, Ad- 
ditional quantities may actually 
defeat the purpose of the starter 
solution by stimulating excessive 
growth and delaying fruit produc- 
tion —Department of Agriculture. 
“ATTACK THE QUACK” 

Quack grass, a creeping rooted 
perennial grass, does not confine 
its activity to any one crop, but is 
found in cereal grains, row crops, 
A bad 
weed, which also goes under ihe 
name of couch, twist, or even Ag- 
ropyron repens, quack grass thrives 
in heavy poorly drained soils, and 
survives in lighter soils, 

Mechanical methods of control- 
ling quack grass are most prac- 
tical, advises the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture. To be most effective it 
requires about a month of hot, 
dry weather, shallow plowing, or 
one way discing, followed by har- 
rowing or cultivation, to expose the 
roots stalks to fhe’ drying action 
of sun and wind. Each time quack 
grass starts to show green, it is 
necessary to cultivate or one-way 
disc again to keep the root stalks 
from getting established. This type 
of operation usually mean a par- 
tial summerfallow, starting after 
hay or other early harvested crop, 
and continuing until fall wheat 
There isn't much 
chance of killing quack by cultiva- 
tion before seceding spring grain 
or corn after harvesting a crop 


Usually spring and fall weather is 
too cool and showery to allow much 
drying out of quack grass roots. 
In fact, after a period of summer- 
fallow, if the field is mot to be 
seeded to wheat, it Is better to seed 
some crop to crowd out the re- 
maining quack rather than to nv- 
tempt to control it by cultivation 
during the growing season in the 
autumn. Oats and fall rye provide 
competition for quack grass and 
prevent serious increase of the re- 
maining unkilled root stalks, 


Chemical treatments for quack 
are effective, bul have two disad- 
vantages. First, they are costly; 


second, they must, be used well in 
advance of planting a crop. De- 
lailed information on the chemical 
treatment, of quack grass is con- 
tained in the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture Publication, “Guide 
to Chemical Weed Control,” obtain- 
able at the office of the Agricul- 
tural Representative—Farm News.

There waa considerable reaction following the 
first day's coverage of a trial currently In progress at 
Lindsay by this paper. The court proceedings involved 
questions and answers of a very personal, even intimate 
nature and it apparently came as 4 surprise to a num- 
ber of readers that “The Post” would print such de- 
velopmenta, 

An a matter of fact, it would prefer not to... 
It would prefer that no newspaper would do so and 
that no radio or television station would broadcast in 
lurid detail, affaira relating to the livea of people in 
difficulty with the law. This paper has never been con- 
vinced that It ja In the public intereat to make public 
details of canes of a sordid nature. 

It is true that there is a large number of people 
in this and every other community who read this sort 
of thing avidly... There is alwaya a lemporary rise 
in readership when cases before court promise to yield 
details of the private liven of the people invelved. Quite 
frankly, this paper could have sold far more than Its 
ordinary press run on different occasions but it never 
felt that it wae right to exploit the misadventures of 
persons who ran afoul of the law, 

“The Post” hag been the butt of many jibes in the 
past, (especially since news media with more lurid 
tastes has Invaded the area and destroyed the last 
vestiges of any effort to give the unfortunate a rea- 
sonable chance of emerging from an affair with the 
law with some dignity) because it chose to let the 
court handle the affairs of the court, The situation 
has therefore become auch that any single news out- 
let is powerleas to do more than report court cases 
with as much decency ag the English language permits, 
Thera are news media in our midat whieh believe 
that everything and everyone is fair game but we can 
never aubacribe to that doetorine, 

Wo do bolieve that the courts of the land have a 
responsibility to advise whether or not certain evidence 
would be desirable for publication, Tho essential facts 
relating to a case can hardly bo denied nor is there any- 
thing wrong with presenting them (good may actually 
come of it) but there is a vast difference between os- 
sential facts and lurid details. It is in the latter direct- 
ion that press guidance seems to be needed, This is 
not to suggost censorship but to urge the courts to 
appoal to human decency in reporting casos before 
them. If a newspaper, radio or television station then 
chooses to persist in printing all the amut that those 
cases oan produce, they would be olearly placed in the 
position of going against what tho courts believe to be

ARE YOU THINKING OF LEAVING SCHOOL? 

The above is the provocative title of a booklet 
jnet released by the Unemployment: Insurance Com- 
mission of Canada and currently being distributed 
among students of Lindsay's achools, EBvyen those of 
us who left school years ago could hardly be expected 
to resist reading the highlights of this informative 
hooklet. We hope those who have yet to take the atep 
from school to the work-a-day world will read not 
only the highlights, but give ita total contents some 
thought. 

In the hooklet's foreward we read: “In 196f, the 
National Employment Service of the Unemployment 


Insurance Commission conducted a survey of the 
educational standing of unemployed persons registered 
with its 200 local offices across the country. This 
aurvey uncovered a startling relationship between un- 


employment and education, The facts were so signi- 
ficant to young people that the National Hmployment 
Committee, (a body advisory to the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission on employment matters) urged 
the Commission to publish this booklet.” 

Statistically, the survey found that 64.5 per cent 
of persons seeking work In National Employment 
Service offices had Grade & educations or less. The 
balance or 36.6 per cent had Grade 9, 

In addition to this, the National Hmployment 
Service reporta to the survey indicated these thinga: 

(1) It is extremely difficult to place students 
with leas than Grade 10 education. 

(2) More youngsters with a high school educa- 
tion are needed. 

(3) People leaving school after grades 7, 8 or @ 
are not likely to get anything but unskilled Jobs at 
low pay.

“In my opinion it ts absolutely essential that we 
concentrate every effort on the national, provincial 
and regional levels to make Canadians spend more 
money on Canadian vacations and to attract visitors to 
Canada In ever-increasing numbers. This is a must 
if we are to have any hope of maintaining a great 
industrial effort and retaining a high and happy 
Standard of living. 

“If we cannot sell our wheat, milk, buttter and 
ogee abroad, then let us bend every effort to bring the 
visitors to our country so that they, to be a little 
crude, can help us eat our way out of a major finan- 
olal dilemma. If we can get millions of additional

ANSWER: I am a veritable push- 
over when 1 receive letters like 
the above from ‘young’ eighty- 
year-olders, I must have imbedded 
in me some of the philosophy of 
the Chinese who love and respect 
age itself.

Rest 
and revitalization that a good 
night’s sleep provide, greatly sup- 
any possible “harm” <tne 
seconal may cause.

It 
is for this reason I advise people 
against taking such medicines “on 
their own.” 

However, in your case, I'd say

When my doctor first prescribed 
this drug for me 12 years go, 
I hesitated to take it. I was sick 
all the time, weighed 188 and am 
five feet, five inches tall. He as- 
sured me that it was safe.

Buckthorn shrubs plentiful 
in some sections of county 


A few weeks ago, al one of the 
regular meeting of the Agricultural | 
Committee of the Victoria County 
Council, among several things dis- | 
cussed Wag the problem in the 
County with Buckthorn shrubs 
which are quite thick in several | 
sections of the southern part of 
Victoria County, Mr. Herb Jones, 
the county weed inspector, explain- 
ed the program of eradication) 
which he is promoting and the 
fact that with the co-operation of 
more farmers, he would make much 
more. progress in this worthwhile 
project. The Common Barberry is 
another shrub which can be (n- 
cluded in this same general eradi- 
cation program because both are 
host plants to rust of oats. 

Stem rust of grain and leaf rust | 
of oats cause serious losses each | 
year in Ontario. The presence al | 
two shrubs, the Common Barberry 
and European Buckthorn, increase 
the losses as part of the Hie cycle | 
of stem rust occurs on the Commcen 
Barberry and part of the life cycle 
of leaf rust on the European Buck- | 
thorn. The Field Crops Branch of 
the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture states that if these lwo 
shrubs were eradicated, there would 
be much less rust in Ontario be- 
cause the life cycles of these two 
grain diseases would be broken. 

Common Barberry is a tall, 
graceful shrub, from six to twelve | 
feet high. The leaves are green or 
purple with saw toothed edges. | 
Sharp spines are present, usually 
in groups of three. The flowers | 
and red berries are borne in long, 
drooping clusters. This shrub should | 


not be confused with Japanese 
Barberry which is not a rust 
carrier. | 


European Buckthorn, sometimes | 
called Common Buckthorn, is @ 
shrub or small tree from six !o} 
eighteen feet high with glossy, ov- | 
al, dark green leaves. The branches | 
bear single, blunt thorns. It 
easily spotted in late fall because 
it retains its leaves longer than| 

*% most other shrubs. 

Eradication, or eyen control of | 
Barberry and Buckthorn, may be 
an arduous and expensive task, For 
this reason, grants are available| 
from the Ontario Department of| 
Agriculture to help finance county- 
organized control programs. 

Large hedges and fence rows 
containing Barberry and Buckthorn 
are best removed by a bulldozer. 
Scattered shrubs, on the other 
hand, are most economically des- 
troyed by chemicals. Brushkillers, 
such as 24-D and 2,4,5-T combih- 
ations, are very effective if used 
according to the manufacturer’s| 
directions. A basal bark spray} 
made up of 32 ounces acid equiva- 
lent of brushkill 2,4,5-T in 10 gal- 
lons of fuel oll may be applied any 
time of the year. This spray is 


applied to the bottom 18 inches | 
of the trunks, making sure that) 
the entire area and any exposed | 
roots are well covered.

PATHS 

Paths that wind around clumps 
of shrubbery and lead to half hid- 
den corners, or a shady, bench, or 
steps, add interest to any fair sized 
garden layout. And they are not 
hard to establish. 

Where there is lots of space and 
not too much concentrated traffic, 
good healthy grass will make an 
excellent path though we might 
have to add a flag stone here and 
there where the sod threatens to 
wear too thin. 

If there is a lot of walking how- 
ever, then something permanent 
like flag stones, brick, cinder or 
gravel may have to be used as 
only such material will stand heavy 
and constant wear. But one ‘should 
go easy with cinders and gravel. If 
they are loose there is bound to 
be trouble with the lawnmower. 
If combined’ with something to bind 
them and then rolled or tamped 
down they should be satisfactory. 
BREAKING THE SLOPE 

Split levels may be coming into 
fashion again in housing but they 


have always been popular in gar-) 


dening. Where the ground slopes 
considerably one should make the 
larger lawn and grounds generally 
conform rather than trying to 
grade the whole thing artificially 
to one level. The simplest and per- 
haps the most interesting treat- 
ment is to have an upper and 
a lower lawn, joining the two with 
a bit of stone wall or a strip of 
rock garden. Through both the 
wall or rock garden of course there 
will be a series of steps in stone 
Another 
way would be to have shrubbery 
on the slope joining the two levels. 

Where these slopes are any size 
it is well to remember that uniess 
anchored with rocks, or shrubs, or 
creeping vines, heavy rains will in- 
variably wash out the soil and 
make a mess of things.

Shea and Amy Cosh, Attractively | 
arranged and labelled, and with 
a new book on “Minerals, Metals 
and Gems” to refer to, the fas- 
cinating study of minerology can 
be started by young and old.

Samples range from familiar 
minerals like mica, asbestos, and 
anthracite to unusual ores of cha- 
copyrite and sphalerite (copper 
zinc) from Manitouwadge, alemen- 
ite from Allard, Que., linnaeite (co- 
balt) from Northern Quebec, gold 
ore from Sioux Lookout, and a 
diamond. drill core showing fault 
zone filled with pyrite and bio- 
tite.

This man pioneered 
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Old diary recalls life of man 


who built first Lindsay locks 


Emigrated as boy, 
became builder 
of boats, locks 


The life and works of a man 
who contributed much to the dev-~ 
elopment of Lindsay and the Trent 
Canal System in this district ave 
unfolded in g 53-year-old diary in 
the possession of Mr. Harry Camp- 
bell, St, Paul St., Lindsay, The 
diary was kept by his father, the 
late David Campbell, and it con~- 
tains, among other things, an obi- 
tuary of the late Thomas Walters, 
the man who built the first locks 
at Lindsay. 

Mr. Walters, the obituary recalls, 
was born in Devonshire, England 
and came to Canada when 14 years 
old to settle for a time in King- 
ston. There he learned boat-build- 
ing and draughting. Coming to 
Lindsay in 1867, Mr. Walters fol- 
lowed his craft here and was the 
designer and builder of the steam- 
ers ‘Champion’ and ‘Vanderbilt’. 
He also built the ‘Isaac Butts’ and 
‘Nipissing’ for service on the Mus- 
koka Lakes. 

About 1870, Mr. Walters built the 
locks at Lindsay and so much was 
the government of that day im- 
pressed with his ability that he 
was made superintendent of pub- 
lic works in the district, a position 
which he held with marked suc- 
cess until his last illness. 

Not less capable and prominent 
in municipal affairs, Mr. Walters 
was three times mayor of Lindsay 
and often a member of various 
other boards. He sat on the coun- 
ty council and to all these posi- 
tions he brought such ability, in- 
tegrity and cordiality as to win 
an unusually strong place in the 
respect, confidence and regard of 
his colleagues and the public. 

In 1892, and in the bye-election 
following, he contested South Vic- 
toria Riding for the Commons on 
a Liberal ticket was defeated by 
Mr. Chas. Fairbairn. 

Mr. Walters, in addition to his 
public duties, was a warden of St.

EVERYTHING'S UNDER CONTROL... 
BUT IS IT REALLY? 

Whenever a troublesome situation is presented to 
representatives of the more advanced levels of govern- 
ment, the problem has either resolved itself or will have 
within the next few days: A recent example of this is 
the Welland Canal shipping tie-up. No official would 
think of admitting that the canal system is inadequate 
for seaway traffic but there is some indication that 
such is the case. Actually, it’s probably too much to 
expect anything so forthright because such an ad- 
mission would look bad at the moment ... It would 
make it appear as though there had been a slip-up 
in the overall plan which had somehow escaped the 
attention of the experts and no one likes to be em- 
barrassed. 

It is probably safe to predict that the extent of 
shipping traffic along the seaway route has caught 
officials off base and it might be safely prophesied that 
with improved canal and locking facilities, seaway 
shipping will yeach proportions not visualized by the 
most optimistic of its proponents. f

MUTUAL AID FIREFIGHTING PRAISED 

The effectiveness of ‘mutual aid’ was demonstrated 
to hundreds of witnesses of last week’s Blackwell Build- 
ing fire which threatened to destroy an even larger por- 
tion of Lindsay's downtown business section. 

Dozens of people praised the arrangement where- 
by fire departments co-ordinate their resources in 
serious outbreaks. No one doubted that if it hadn’t 
been for the swift response to the general alarm, loss 
and the fire’s spread would have been far greater. 

The addition of aerial ladder equipment from Pet- 
erborough rounded out the efficient performance of the 
integrated units. 

The departments had a tough foe to grapple with in 
the Blackwell Building blaze and the people of Lindsay 
can be thankful today for two things: (1) the effective 
co-operative attack on the enemy and (2) the absence 
of a strong wind. 

Who says co-operation doesn’t pay dividends? 


OPEN SIDEWALK GRILLS 

Cigarette smoking in downtown areas has long 
been considered a number one fire hazard but until 
now very little has been done about it. The average 
smoker is to some extent careless in his smoking 
habits. He becomes so at home with fire that it ceases 
to be recognized as a potential foe and burning cigar~ 

* ette butts are tossed or flicked through the air with 
little or no thought as to where they are going to land. 
The result, sometimes, is a disastrous fire. 

We do not suggest that a carelessly discarded 
burning stub of a cigarette caused the crippling fire 
at the corner of Kent and Cambridge Streets, just 
after midnight Thursday, but it might sometime’ be 
a traceable factor in another fire. Open grills such 
as are to be found at intervals along the town’s main 
street, are frequently catch-alls, live cigarette butts 
included. This can be a real fire hazard if the win- 
dow below the grill happens to be open as often is 
the case for ventilation purposes during the summer. 
Larger centres long ago recognized the hazard these 
open grills presented and in many instances they 
were either glassed in or otherwise sealed to mini- 
mize the danger of fire from this source, Lindsay 
might find it advantageous to consider a local ordin- 
ance requiring the sealing of open grills. 


Here's some revealing comments by C.J. Harris 
who took over observing affairs of the nation from 
Joseph Linter Rutledge. 
THE PEOPLE’S FRIEND 

Having hit the public over the head with a batch 
of new laxes, our parliamentarians were quick to sug- 
gest that when prices bounced up it was profiteering 
and not taxation that was the villain in the piece. A 
week after budget day Harold Winch, CCF member 
for Vancouver Hast, asked in the House if the govern- 
ment planned any legislation or other action “to 
protect consumers against unscrupulous manufact- 
urers”- Outside the House Mr. Winch told newsmen 
he was referring particularly to the higher price of 
cigarettes. 

The question having been asked, it was inevi- 
table that the answer would conclusively show that no 
opposition party was any more the people's friend 
than the government party. So the Prime Minister 
answered thus: “There have been reports indicating 
that some manufacturers and vendors of some pro- 
ducts affected by the commodity tax changes are 
raising prices to the public and increasing them in- 
excusably by amounts in excess of the increase in the 
tax.” He went on to say that any evidence of manu- 
facturers raising prices “illegally through monopoly 
or restrictive pricing power” should be reported to the 
Combines Investigation Branch, The CCF member 
rounded it off by suggesting that prices may be im- 
moral even if not illegal, and the House went on to 
other business. 

A spokesman for the tobacco industry managed 
to calch the next editions with a case for the defence, 
although it is doubtful whether his observations reach- 
ed more than a small part of the audience that would 
have seen and heard the earlier charges against 
business In general. ‘‘The government, not the manu- 
facturers, forced the three-cent increase for a packet 
of 20 cigarets’”, this spokesman flatly stated. The 
higher excise and sales tax meant an increase of 2,22 
cents for 20 cigarets, he explained, and the higher 
corporation tax would add to that figure. That left 
.78, or about three-quarters, of a cent not accounted 
for. The manufacturer, he added, would retain .32 
of that fraction of a penny, with the remainder go- 
ing to wholesalers, jobbers and retailers. “What we 
retain will cover less than half our increased pro- 
duction costs in the last 18 months due to the infla- 
tionary trend.” 


And as a footnote to the suggestion that it is pro- 
fits and not taxes that are responsible for high prices 
it might be added that the federal tax content of the 
price of a packet of cigarets is now Just a shade under 
20 cents, 

As a further footnote, it might be observed that 
the slice the government takes oul of other products 
would make revealing reading. 


BUT IT’S BARELY NOTICEABLE! 

There’s been considerable ‘to do’ about the fact 
that the cost-of-living has been going down month 
by month for the past several months but its decline 
is barely noticeable in the average family budget. In 
fact, to become fully aware that the C-of-L has drop- 
ped, it is necessary to read reports regarding it very 
carefully. Those who do. so are rewarded for their 
efforts because they discover in the paragraphs below 
the headlines that only in food has the cost-of-living 
truly fallen off... All other items on which the 
index is based are advancing. Those who read care- 
fully enough will also find that the present cost-of- 
living is still above the level of the corresponding 
period last year. 

The one really hopeful aspect about the recent 
reports is that there is at least an indication of level- 
ling off in the overall picture .. ,. Here’s hoping it 
continues and that it becomes applicable to items 
which are needed for the business of living other than 
food. 


YOU MAY FIND THIS INTERESTING ... WE DID. 

H Newmsen, writing under the column “from 
the’ publisher's desk in a recent issue of “Tobacco, 
Confectionery and Variety Journal” made some ob- 
servations on the world today which express in inter- 
esting rmahner thoughts which many people have 
had but which they have never set down on paper.

One has only to look at practically any periodical 
published from, the Americas to the Soviet Union, 
from Grand River to Nyasaland to read of insurrec- 
tions, revolutions, armament stockpiling, and, above 
all, the race to secure the fastest and most destruc- 
tive inter-continental missile. 

“War and intention of war. appears to be the idea- 
logical approach, Any attempt to seek conciliation or 
a meeting of minds for peaceful pursuits is regarded 
as a weakening of resolve. There has never been such 
a brutal approach between nations as has been the 
very atmosphere we have breathed this past decade. 
Nor has the fault. been entirely one-sided. Both East 
and West must share the blame for creating the ten- 
sion. 

“Sometimes it is more than myopic stubborness, 


the. inflexibity of the military or the politician’s ~ 


mind. Witness the waste of human lives in Cyprus, 
-with a subsequent agreement, the terms of which 
could well have been drafted before senseless, irra- 
tional conflict: nH @ 

“And the fatalistic outlook goes far deeper. Scien- 
tists are conditioned to produce weapons to destroy, 
not aids to better survival. Two-thirds of the world’s 
population live in far below subsistence level. The 
Colombo Plan, the researches of UNESCO and other 
studies may be useful in their sphere, but all are 
limited in approach, and largely circumscribed. It 
wil! take years to work out any concerted, over-all 
plan for providing some “have” for the “have not’s.” 
And while schemes are devised through grandiose 
coramittees and top-heavy organizations, there are 
men, women and children who pass away like the 
flies which swarm around the sweetmeats in the Arab 
bazaars. : 

“Western governments, no less than their counter- 
parts in Eastern Bloc, deal with regimes all too often 
corrupt, pandering to dynasties for political reasons. 
Meanwhile starvation continues to be the lot of 

_ millions in. a world of plenty, The billions squandered 
on defence and offensive weapons, the fantastic sums 
wasted on miscalculated experiments and missile 
launchings. could have provided help for millions of 
humans, 

“Does the building of satellites to reach the moon 
and the planets really matter? Does it serve a pur- 
pose except to satisfy the vanity of man? Should there 
not be a greater attempt for a meeting of minds to 
grapple with the realities of living? 

“Long ago men tried to build a tower of Babel 
in an attempt to reach the heavens, just as we now 
want to land on the moon, And man, so we are told, 
broke into a multiplicity of tongues, causing con- 
sternution and confusion. Today there is just a repe- 
tition. It is time there was a reversal of attitude, and 
we sought the way of all West and East, talking one 
language with a common ald of benefiting this very 
human world.”

ABUSE OF FREEDOM 

In any discussion of the privileges of academic 
freedom in the English-speaking world, the central 
point is that these freedoms were created for scholars 
who first declared their belief in the customs and civil 
order of the land. 

Academic freedom — the right to inquire and to 
discuss the results of inquiry — originated at Oxford 
and Cambridge Universities in England. In former 
times, scholars were required to take an oath of al- 
legiance to the King before they were admitted to the 
academic community. They were denied admission 
unless they upheld the official religion of the state. 

In other words, scholars who made English uni- 
versities famous were not permitted to engage in poli- 
tical agilation. The privileges of academic freedom 
were not extended to those who sought to attack the 
civil order of the land.

A coroner's jury in Lindsay lasb 
week ruled that 27-year-old Giulio 
Crolla, of Northwood Drive, Willow- 
dale, Toronto, met, his death acci- 
dentally on highway 7, one mile 
west of Oakwood, on April 30th, 
Death was caused by being run ov- 


no ‘blame attached to the members 
of the work crew or the driver of 
the vehicle.

Vittorio Grossi, a brother-in-law 
of the deceased living at Willow- 
dale, Toronto, testified that his rel- 
ative had been in Canada a little 
under a year. He said Mr. Crolla 
had started work with Onway Con- 
struction about a week prior to the 
mishap. The witness told the court 
his brother-in-law was bending 
over facing north when the accident 
occured. Mr. Grossi said he yelled 
a word of warning but the truck was 
already on top of Crolla at that 
time. 

OPP Constable Jas. Hall, the in- 
vestigating officer testified that he 
arrived on the scene at approxi- 
mately 11:20 a.m. 

The officer testified that an In- 

ternational Dump truck being op- 
erated by Mr. E. Ferren, Ayler St,, 
Peterborough, and owned by Floyd 
Dunford, Peterborough, was in the 
westbound lane facing westerly. 
The witness said a distance of five 
feet, six inches from a rear wheel 
lay Crolla, who appeared to be in 
bad shape. 
Coroner G.C,.R. Hall, MD,, of Lit- 
tle Britain, told the court that when 
he arrived on the scene, Dr. F. 
Cramer, of Woodville, was already 
there rendering medical assistance. 
Dr. Hall testified that Crolla passed 
away within minutes of being ad- 
mitted to hospital. The doctor said | 
the injured man’s abdomen had | 
been completely crushed. He called 
the injuries sustained by Crolla al- 
most indescribable. 

Mr. G. Bacon, foreman with the 
construction company, testified 
that although Crolla had not been 
on the job too long, he could-not be 
called a greenhorn. Mr.’ Bacon’ said 
in his opinion the man was trying 
too hard, he was very keen and 
over enthused. The witness said 
this was not uncommon among It- 
alian immigrants. 

The driver of the dump truck was 
the next witness, he testified when 
he started to back up he saw no one 
directly in front of the spreader. 
The witness said he had backup up 
a distance of 75 feet before he felt 
a bump and then heard a scream. 
The driver estimated his speed at 
this time at about five miles per 
hour. The witness related that when 
he stepped from the truck he saw 
Crolla lying face-down under the 
vehicle. The combined weight of 
the truck and the load was 14 tons 
stated Mr. Ferren.

is the gardener... 


GARDEN SOIL BUILDING 
Lucky indeed is the gardener who 
discovers that he has perfect soil. 
But such finds are rare, especially 
where the sub-soil from the base- 
ment of the new house has been 
dumped over the front and rear 


of the lot. Good garden soil, how- 
ever, is not difficult to make,though 
it does take a bit of time. Even 
the hardest clay can be opened 
up and made rich and friable as 
the experts say, and the poorest. 
and driest sand can be improved 
even more easly. 

For both types, clay or sand, the 
same general treatment is neces- 
sary. We must add humus. This 
ig simply vegetable material like 
manure, grass and weed clippings, 
straw, peat moss, leaves compost 
or anything else that will rot. Dug 
in well this will soon open up clay 
or bind sand and make it more 
retentive of moisture. Regular cul- 
tivation too will help. It lets in 
air and breaks up the heavy lumps. 
But the main thing is to dig in 
all the vegetable material or hum- 
us we can get our hands on. Noth- 
ing should be thrown away or 
burned that will rot down with and 
mix with the soil. 

For very heavy soil, tile drain- 
age, either surface or tile, will 
help immensely and also the ap- 
plication of special soil condition- 
ers. A few loads of sand or even 
ashes in the small garden will prove 
a short-cut in soil building.

WINDOW BOXES 


Nothing will brighten a bare 
wall or add more gaiety to a house 
front or verandah than a window 
box filled with bright flowers. These 
are very intensive sorts of gardens, 
with little soil and a lot of bloom 
expected. Therefore the sail must 
be fine and very rich and there 
will have to be drainage in the 
form of coarse gravel or broken 
pottery in the bottom of each box 
or hanging pot, 

The boxes ‘or pots are usually 
filled closely with quick and steady 


flowering things such as pansies, 


petunias, nasturtiums, geraniums, 
lobelias, alyssum, ageratum, and 
special foliage plants. Some of the 
flowers should be of a semi-trail- 
ing type so that they will over- 
flow the edge and hang down. 
Needless to say the boxes, especial- 
ly if made of wood, must be strong- 


ly built with the corners preferably | 
reinforced and they must be well 


supported as they will be heavy 


when filled with moist soil, And 


one should bear in mind that word 
“moist” because hanging pots and 


boxes being exposed more to air, 
sun and wind will dry out quickly. 


They require frequent watering.

Magistrata R. I. Moore Monday 
found 2l-year-old John Anthony 
Bovie, 14 Durham St., east, guilty 
on a charge of assaull with intent 
to wound, causng bodily harm. 


The magistrate announced he 
would remand the, accused into 
custody. for sentence on May 20. 


Probation Officer K. Garbig was 
asked to furnish the court with 
a pre-sentence report. Bovie's trial 
had been underway at Lindsay for 
several days. 

Summing up the four-day trial, 
the presiding magistrate said there 
was no question that Pat Murphy, 
son of Mr. and Mrs, Basil Murphy, 
RR. 1, Lindsay, had been injured 
while the accused had been at 


the Murphy residence on the even- | 


ing of April 11th. 

The magistrate said there had 
been a great deal of criticism lev- 
elled the court from many) 
sources regarding the evidence} 
aduced from Eileen Murphy re- 
garding the intimate side of her 
relations with the accused. 
a criminal charge such as the one 
before this court, all evidence must 
be brought before the court,” he 
declared. The magistrate went on 
to relate that he had received an

anonymous letter regarding this 
aspect, wanting to know if the) 
Murphy girl were on trial. “The 


girl certainly was not on trial, 
but her relationship with the ac- 
cused had to be considered espe- 
cially by Defence Counsel,” the 
magistrate declared.

The times when the locks and 
bridges along the canal will oper- 
ate are as follows:

Sept. 14 to closing date — 9 a.m 
to 5 p.m. 

Last year the locks were in op- 
eration from 7 am. to 10 p.m. 
during peak periods. Trent Canal 
officials found that less than two 
per cent of the traffic used them 
during the early and late hours 
however.

Same Dark Passions 

Exploited By Hitler 

Nicol recalled that: 
“Not long ago the town of Lind- 
say, Ont., even {mported a bullfight 
in a rather pathetic attempt. to 
divert attention to itself, The SPCA 
stepped in to stop any bloodshed 
but proof had been provided that 
not even an.Ontario winter can kill 
the seed of sadism. 

Grace and Beauty? 
“Bullfight afficlonados bridle at 
the word sadism, trotting out the 
old excwpations that the bullfight 
is actually a display of grace and 
beauty, that the killed beef and 
horsemeat goes to the poor, that 
the bull has a better run for his 
money than he would up the chute 
of the slaughterhouse, and so on. 
These arguments budge not one 
jot from the fact that the stadium 
is the setting for an appeal to the 
cruelist bestialism in man’s nature, 
eyoked and justified by mob’ psy- 
chology. The dirty part of a bull- 
fight is not what happens to the 


|, bull, or to any of those in the ring, 


but what happens to the people in 
the grandstand. 

“The only contention that war- 
rants an answer is that, since these

dark passions do exist in our persons, 
the spectacle of horses, bulls and 
occasionally men dying in agony 
provides a catharsis for dangerous 
passions that otherwise might. do 
worse damage. 

“This justification, which can he 
applied equally to the crowd savage- 
ness with which Canadians respond 
to our hockey playoffs, may be psy- 
chologically sound, but falls down 
morally unless the spectator is-a- 
ware that he is giving vent to a de- 
grading passion, 

‘That is, it is desirable that-h he 
attend the bullfight as he would 
enter a brothel—with a Bensed ot 
shame. Z 

In fact, of the two lusts eratiried! 
that of the bullfight ‘{g much the 
more insidious, and the subsequent 
social disease the more deadly.

Thus it was particular- 
ly fitting that Fidel Castro’s farci- 
cal trials took place in a sports pal- 
ace.

Another letter was read from the 
Home Mission at Nelson House, 
Manitoba, expressing gratitude for 
parcels received through the bale, 
Right now there is a great need at 
this Mission for children’s cloth- 
ing, underwear, stockings, etc. and 
layettes, quilts and blankets. The 
letter told of men’s suit coats 
coats which had been received in a 
bale, net being suitable for wear, but 
which the W. A. used to make warm 
quilts for their people, along with 
suiting samples which they had re- 
ceived. In 1957 these people had 
two great longings, 1, for a Mission- 
ary and 2, for an organ. Rev, and 
Mrs. Stewart were sent to them as 
Missionaries that year. The organ 
was something different. They did 
not have electricity and they had 


real difficulty in locating a reed 


organ. However, their dream was 
realized in February 1959, when a 
reconditioned reed organ was ship- 
ped to them, and the W.A, paid the 
$134.00 freight charges, On April 12, 
at a special service, this organ was 
dedicated and jt has added greatly 
to their services of worship.

Acted foolishly, 


Magistrate declares 


Sentence of two years less one day 
in an Ontario Reformatory, was 
this morning imposed upon 21-year. 
old John Anthony Boyvie, found 
guilty on a charge of assault with 
intent to wound. causing bodily 
harm upon nine-year-old Pat Mur- 
phy. 
The incident occurred at the 
Murphy residence R. R. 1, Lindsay, 
on the evening of April 1ith when 
Bovie went to visit 17-year-old Ei- 
leen Murphy. daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Basil Murphy. 
Presiding Magistrate R. L Moore 
said society, as well as the accused 
hhad to be protected. The magi- 
strate said he was not going to let 
comments he heard on the street 
influence his decision. Turning to 
the publicity the case had receiyed, 
Magistrate Moore said it had re- 
ceived more attention in the rural 
areas than it would have done in 
@ city. He felt the case hed caus- 
@d a great deal of embarrassment to 
both families. 

Acted Foolishly 
“You acted very foolishly, the 
| magistrate told Bovie. He continued 
by stating that the accused had let 
his emotions run away with him. 
Magistrate Moore said the trial had 
been Jong but fair and that he felt 
Bovie had co-operated with the 
court. 
“The public is very severe on 
people who have done wrong. You 
acted foolishly ang you must pay for 
it,” the magistrate declared. 
Before passing sentence the couss 
heard Defence Counsel M. J. Cun- 
ningham suggest that a suspended 
sentence or a term of probation be 
imposed upon his client.

“I suppose 
he has to be the boss or patients 
will try to get away with things,

'SUPPORTS—Like wigs or false 
teeth, anything used to support the 
taller flowers, such as stakes, stvings 
or hoops should look natural and 
be inconspicuous. For that reason) 
the neat gardener usually stains or 
paints these things brown or green 
| and uses perhaps some greenish or 
grayish string or raffia in tieing tall 
| plants and vines. And it is also a 
good idea to tie fairly loosely, so as 
not to bunch the plants into Jock- 
ing crowded or artificial. 

Another plan is to fix brush, firm- 
ly in among the taller plants while 
they are still growing and encour- 


the supporting material. This is 
a particularly good way to handie 
delphiniums and other tall bushy 
plants. 

Practically all big flowers, like 
cosmos, delphiniums, hollyhocks 
and climbing things like sweet peas 


For the tall straight plants and 
also tomatoes, five or six foot stakes 
are hammered firmly in the ground 
and the plants tied at intervals of 
about @ foot. For this it is well to 
use some twine or special twisting 
material available at any seed store. 
KILLERS—Weeding the lawn is 
not the chore it used to be thanks 
to 2-4-D. It is amazing what one! 
spraying will do in getting rid of 
dandelions, plantain and many oth-} 
er broad Jeaved plants. But a sec-' 
ond spraying about three weeks lat- 
er will do a still better job as it gets 
the new plants that have come along 
from seed in the ground at the time 
of the first application. 


Then there are special killer sprays| 
for special Jobs, like killing twitch 
gross, or almost any weed among 
asparagus. But these must be han- 
dled with great care and strictly 
according to directions. One can 
kill roses, zinnias or carrots just 9s 
easily as one can kill weeds. 

A good general rule is to get after 
the weeds while they are tiny with 
a good sharp hoc. They are more) 
easily handled then, but we must 
be sure we can recognize a small 
weed when we see it and not take 


out a flower or vegetable plant.

New ‘hoves are apt to look pretty 
bare for several years until trees 
and shrubbery start to grow but 
they needn't if one uses plenty of 
big quick-growing annuals. In a 
few weeks these will make quite a 
showing. 

To take the place of perennial 
vines, we can plant scarlet runner 
beans, hops, morning glories or 
other quick growing climbers. For 
shrubbery we go through the seed 
catalogue and select those things 
that grow two to five feet tall, giant 
marigolds or zinnias, cosmos, tith- 
onia, cypress, dahlias, cleomes, cel- 
osia and cannas, are some of them. 
These big bushy annuals, planted in, 
clumps within two or three feet of 
walls and fences, will change a new 
house from a raw building into a 
real home and do it in weeks not 
years. In front of them, of courss, 
We can plant smaller annual flowers 
of which there is an unlimited var- 
jety available and listed in detail 
in any good Canadian seed catal- 
ogue—Canadian Garden Service.

HE WILL BE MISSED 

It was with a sense of personal loss that numet- 
ous people learned of the death over the weekend of 
Councillor Russell Lamb. He will be missed in many 
quarters. P LL 

Mr. Lamb served Lindsay faithfully first as a 
member of the Public School Board (one of its long- 
est time members) and then as a member of Coun- 
cil. It was always a pleasure to deal with him be- 
cause you could be sure he was sincere and that what 
he did was with honest intent .. . .There was no 
show and no ulterior motive in his actions. The re- 
moval of such a person from a community is indeed 


a great loss, 
NO TIME TO BECOME COMPLACENT .... 

The other day someone asked why it was we that 
we heard so much about the prevalence of rabies 
during the colder months and now very little was 
said about the disease whic hhas played havoc with 
wild and domestic animals. There was some specula- 
tion that this could have been due to the fact that the 
disease had run its course, exterminating most of 
the carriers, but such thinking apparently has to be 
revised in the light of reports which are coming in 
this week. ; 

Apparently lulls can be experienced in the course 
of the epidemic only to have it flare up with renewed 
vigour. Oxford Township (Western Ontario) has ex- 
perienced a sudden recurrence of the disease after it 
was thought to have petered out. A weekend report 
from this district tells of a raccoon which was shot 
and which is suspected of having been rabid, both 
incidents indicating that this is no time to become 
complacent about the disease which is known to be 
especially violent if contracted by a human. It is 
evident! that vigilence is still demanded of any- 
one coming in contact with animals to ensure that 
any signs of abnormal behaviour are dealt with effec- 
tively In wild animals afflicted with the disease, the 
natural fear of humans leaves them and they may 
either become openly belligerent or allow a human to 
come within close contact. Anyone having been bit- 
ten by an animal suspected of being rabid should 
seek medical attention promptly. 


A SENSIBLE OBSERVATION IN THESE TIMES 

Just about every newspaper you read, every 
radio broadcast you listen to and too many televsion 
shows, are giving a big play to the space age. ... 
Man’s effort to conquer outer space and reach such 
remote places aS the moon and other planets within 
a few hundred thousand miles of the earth. Some of 
this is entertaining and it must be admitted that 
progress is being made. And, knowing man, it is likely 
the ultimate goal will be achieved barring unforeseen 
developments of a supremely deterring nature. 

Notwithstanding all the achievements of the 
space-minded, one of the world’s foremost leading 
neuro-surgeons has made some observations on the 
subject which probably caused those who read his 
remarks to give them more than passing thought. 
The man was Dr. Wilder Penfield and he urged man- 
kind to concentrate on exploring the human mind 
before grasping for the secrets of outer space. 

“Leave the stars to move in their ordered 
courses,” he said. “Man and his mind is our prob- 
iem ... in the brain of man there is a micro- 
cosm no less vast than that of the universe.” 

He said the brain is the organ of human 
destiny and in it “the secrets of God’s purpose are 
written as well as in the stars, secrets of great. 
import to mankind.” 

A sensible observation in these times. 


WHAT, NO STRETCHERS ? 

Civil Defense training has been in progress for 
considerable time in Lindsay and when one thinks 
of civil defense, it is natural to associate it to some 
extent at least, with rescue work in time of disaster. 
This in turn would conjure up thoughts of stretchers 
for the injured. It was therefore with considerable 
surprise that members of Town Council learned the 
Civil Defense unit at Lindsay was stretcher-less. The 
revelation came following the fire last week when a 
fireman was overcome by smoke and no one could 
locate a stretcher on which to carry him away. 

If memory serves correct, it seems the Lindsay 
Fire Department was presented with a stretcher some 
years ago but this may have outlived its usefulness 
or been placed in service elsewhere. In any’ event, 
one stretcher in any kind of major distaster wouldn’t 
be too much of an asset. And since the cost of this 
type of equipment is not great, neither the Fire De- 
partment nor the Civil Service unit should be restrict- 
ed to one stretcher between them. What do you think?

SIGNS OF THE TIMES 

The agreement reached last week on unifrom 
traffic signs for all Canada is to be commended, as 
every effort to make driving less hazardous must 
be. The achievement is important, too, ‘as a welcome 
example of national co-operation, Many jurisdictions 
were Involved, but a proper spirit of constructive com- 
promise prevailed during three years of negotiations. 

The agreement is a logical prelude to the com- 
pletion of the Trans-Canada Highway in 1961. Some 
hardy Canadians have already travelled right across 
Canada by car, but their number is few and their 
fame exclusive. It is still impossible to make the com- 
plete trip on a paved highway; the gravel gaps are 
being shortened, but they are still there. 

With completion of the national highway, how- 
ever, Canadians will have a new motorized mobility. 
Interprovincial travel between East and West will be 
greatly facilitated. For the greatly increased number 
of drivers in strange territory, it will be important 
that no confusion be caused by unfamiliar traffic 
signs. 

The change in signs will benefit those drivers 
who never leave their own Province, The uniform 
signs are much improved over many of the old ones, 
being more legible and more specific, The emphasis 
on symbols, in preference to verbal directions, is wel- 
come, since they will be recognizable at a glance. The 
international signs in Burope, which are all symbolic 
because of the great variety of languages, have been 
very successful in promoting highway safety. 

Now that the sign problem has been solved, there 
is another which still needs attention. Some attempt 
should be made through joint conference (o co-ord- 
jnate traffic laws in the 10 Provinces. 

Most have the same basic rules, but there are 
some conflicts which could involve a stranger in an 
accident—rules regarding passing on the right, sig- 
nalling for turns, turning right on a red light, and 
so on, This is More complex and perhaps more con- 
tentious problem than the matter of signs, but the 
need for co-operation is even greater.

GET TOUGH POLICY 
It was encouraging to the safety-minded to note 


that Magistrate R.I. Moore of Lindsay suspended the 
license of a driver appearing before him for a period 
of one year. This may not make it entirely impossible 
for the one convicted of carelessness to drive but it will 
make it extremely risky business. 

There has been a lot of talk about the high fatality 
and injury rate on our highways & the appeal has been 
to people’s good sense in striving to reduce-the toll. 
However, it must be recognized that there are times - 
when appeals fall on deaf ears. The best way devised 
yet to sharpen these ears is to deal severely with their 
owners when they get into an accident if there is an 
indication of carelessness or negligence. 

The introduction of more stringent penalties for 
the misuse of a motor vehicle plus the adoption of 
some additional safety features by car manufacturers 
(there is plenty to scope for these without jeopardiz- 
ing a car's saleability), eould take much of the hazard 
out of motoring.

WOULD TAKE A LOOK 

Ottawa — The Executive Council of The Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce recently urged the govern- 
ment to appoint a representative Commission of En- 
quiry to examine the operations of the Unemployment 
Insurance Act as to sources of drain, coverage and fin- 
ancing before any increases in unemployment insur- 
ance contributions are made. The Commission, it was 
stated, should report back by December 1. 

The Chamber’s recommendation was contained in 
a brief to the House of Commons Standing Committee 
on Industria] Relations presently considering Bill No. 
C-43. 

Among other things, Bill No. C-43, an Act to 
Amend the Unemployment Insurance Act would pro- 
vide for an increase in Unemployment Insurance con- 
tribution rates, the raising of the ceiling, the addition 
of two new classes of earnings, a change in the pro- 
vision for allowable earnings, and the extension in the 
duration of benefit. 

The Chamber’s submission signed by Morgan 
Reid, Chairman of the Executive Council and General 
Manager D.L. Morrell held there, was ample time to 
make a thorough investigation of the Act before the 
norma! seasonal upturn of unemployment comes again.

| Despite the fact that the auto- 


| motive population of North America}

accept as inevitable the traffic 
deaths and injuries we are presently

| This was the opinion expressed 
last night by W. M. V. Ash, a for-| 
mer chairman of the Canadian 
Highway Safety Conference and 
president of Shell Oil Company of 
| Canada, in an address“to the Al- 
berta Safety Conference in Calgary. 

Using Alberta as an example, Mr. 
Ash said that the human population 
of that province had increased by 
some 50 per cent from 1942 to 1957. 
Over the same period registration of! 
all motor vehicles had increased by 
more than 200 per cent. 

Mr. Ash was convinced that it was 
possible to cut the appalling loss of 
life and money caused thrnugh traf- 
fic accidents even though the car 
population is rising steadily. 

“Others have done it and we can, 
do-it in Canada”, he said. “In the 
United States, although motor ve- 
hicle traffic accidents do rank a- 
mong the leading causes of death, 
| nevertheless significant advances) 

are being made in traffic safety. The, 

all-time high of highway deaths, in’ 
1941, has not been exceeded since, 
in spite of a doubling of the miles 
| driven that year.” 

According to Mr, Ash, this has 
been accomplished through leader- 


downwards. He made it clear, howev- 
er, that direct action at the federal 
level is not the answer. On the 
contrary, he felt that highway saf- 
ety sinamentally the responsibil- 
ity of the province or state. But at 
the federal level action is feasible 
through leadership and inspiration 
and through cooperation in research 
on such matters as traffic, police 
and court problems. | 

After leadership at the provincial 
level, Mr. Ash believed that leader- 


| ly level are next in importance. Us- 
ing his own firm as an example, he 
explained how a carefully organiz- 
ed company safety program had re- 
sulted in a steadily winning safety) 
record. 

In closing, he emphasized »that 
there was no formula for achieving 
| success In the safety movement. He! 
felt that progress was being made 


be made {f each individual plays his 
part in being aware of the danger 
and in the attack upon it. 

“We stand to lose relatives and! 
friends, valuable and trusted em~- 
ployees, millions of dollars, unless 
we do thot simple thing. This Is 
not a matter of emotion or compas- 
sion, jt Is a matter of using our 
heads,” he said. 

He stated that we need our heads 
because this work cannot be done in 
a surge of feeling, or by impassioned 
speeches, It can only be done, he 
fell by businesslike and orderly 
organization, by steady inexorable 
plugging away and by acceptance of 
all the conditions of a long-distance 
race.

Each reporter will attempt | 
to record the type of Injury to eu 
victims, the time lost by them, the} 
medical bills incurred, as well as 
the total damage to property, 
“All of thjs information about 
the various accidents is forwarded 
to Toronto at the end of every 
three-month period, so that the 
material may be recorded and an- 
alysed to find out some of the 
answers to questions which are 
not known at the present time. 
Later on, when some of this anal- 
ysis work has been completed, we 
will have figures for our own Coun- 
ty which will be useful in conduct- | 
ing a farm safety program. These

Like some other forms of social security, un- 
employment insurance can be both a blessing and 
a bane but not together. To the person in dire cir- 


cumstances through no fault of his own, it serves a, 


temporary useful purpose. On the other hand, there 
is always the danger that the prospect of such bene- 
fits may contribute, in a degree, to indifference and 
negligence concerning one’s work and future. 

In former days, when no such benefits existed, 
men were required to be more inventive when it came 
to finding ways and means of earning a livelihood. 
Some men who had never thought they possessed 
the qualities necessary tc earn a living in the sales 
field, discovered they could handle this type of work 
well and profitably. Others who never’ dreamed of 
going into business for themselves, found success in 
this field. And still other people developed profitable 
skills learned earlier in life but discarded for other 
pursuits. In other words they became creative and 
made their own place under the sun. If unemploy- 
ment insurance discourages initiative and self-re- 
liance, it is defeating the purpose for which it was 
originally conceived. 

Temporary assistance can be helpful, beyond 
that it can be crippling, morally and economically. 


LIGHTNING AND THUNDER 

The lightning and thunder (in that order) sea- 
son is back with us again. A lot of people don’t care 
for the combination at all and are happier when 
the period of electrical storms is over. In reality, 
statisticians point out, the danger of coming to the 
end of life as a result of a thunderstorm is relatively 
slight providing sensible precautions are taken. 

It is considered an unnecessary risk, for example, 
to engage in any form of water sport immediately 
preceding, during or immediately following a storm. 
Water seems to attract lightning and any object on 
or in the water is like a mountain on a desert... 
It stands out and lightning is reputed to strike the 
highest point in the vicinity of its descent. 

The same thing goes for anyone caught on land 
during a storm. Seek out the low points and lay low, 
is the advice of experts. Avoid trees, animals and other 
such things which are prominent on the landscape. 

Indoors there are also certain simple precautions 
which, if observed, would probably reduce even fur- 
ther statistical chances of becoming a victim of light- 
ning. These would include such things as avoiding 
an open doorway or window, abstaining from using 
electrical appliances, keeping telephoning to a mini- 
mum during the storm’s peak, and otherwise exercis- 
ing common sense in the use of things which might 
be indirectly linked with an electrical discharge such 
as would be given off by lightning. 

Rural living may have some disadvantages from 
the standpoint of electrical storms but the advent of 
hydro lines criss-crossing most farm areas today has 
reduced this considerably. These lines and poles tend 
to bear the brunt of violent lightning just:as they do 
in the more settle? areas. Lightning rods also con- 
tribute to the salety of farm buildings. 

There may be other things one could do to ensure 
optimum safety during a thundershower but gener- 
ally speaking only reasonable precautions are all that 
ave necessary. In other wrods don't invite trouble 
and it is less liable to come, Those who are nervous 
of this type of storm might gain considerable com- 
fort by recognizing they have already survived a good 
many of them. 


STARLING TROUBLE 

The starling has always been a much-maligned 
bird in these parts of the country but for all this, there 
have been those who have defended it in the face of 
evidence supporting claims of its destructive activities. 
Even the lowly starlingc, these people believe, have 
some good qualities and up to a point this is true. The 
starling, when regarded at close range, is not without 
its attractive qualities and its range of vocal intona- 
tions mark the bird as a mimic of sorts. 

A federal Dept. of Agriculture report sheds some 
ligbt on the less appealing features of the starling's 
‘ways which may be interesting to those who are find- 
ing this bird more of a bane than a blessing. 

“Numerous bird scaring devices”, it reports, have 
tried at the Kentville Research ‘Station, Nova Scotia, 
including time explosions and swinging mirror glass. 

“Other areas have also tried noisemakers. The birds 
have been shot at, fed poisoned bait, attacked with 
water hoses and shaken off their perches. In Huroye 
and North Africa contact poisons are sprayed on the 
birds by crews wearing protective suiting. 

“Fortunately the starling menace has not re- 
quired such drastic measures in this country but 
E-L. Eaton, senior horticulturist at Kentville has no 
hesitation in branding it as the most hated bird in 
his province. Flocks of hundreds and some of thou- 
sands of starlings were seen last summer and they 
are expected back soon, While the very young birds 
are satisfied with insects they soon grow to like 
cherries and small fruits and took almost 100 per 
cent toll of some blueberry crops. 

“Farmers are advised that all] scaring devices 
must be backed up by some gunfire, to be effective. 
The starlings seems to like living near humans but 
they quarrel among themselves and drive off other 
feathered species. They fly in flocks and travel big 
distances. In Britain frequent outbreaks of foot 
and mouth disease were blamed on the starling which 
was said to be a carrier of the disease, In this country 
jt is thought they may have spread Bangs and other 
anima] diseases.”

The object, of course, is to point up the very im- 
portant role the lumber industry played in our Cana- 
dian life from the earliest pioneer days to the present. 
But even more important, such a display can only 
increase the awareness of Canadians everywhere to 
our very real links with the past. Without such efforts 
as this, many of our fine old homes will gradually 
die of neglect.

THOSE “UNJUSIIFIABLE” PRICE INCREASES 

In the latest issue of “Industry,” organ of The 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, reference is 
made to the charges which began to be heard within 
a few days of the reading of the budget address in 
the House of “unjustifiable” price increases by some 
manufacturers in the light of the budget provisions. 

“As usual,” the CMA organ says, “there was no 
great eagerness to name names, and examples of 
increases that could be !aid directly to the manufac- 
turer were not exactly plentiful, It was, in fact, the 
kind of broad, all-ernbracing “smear” which hasn’t 
very nice associations in the minds of most people 
these days. 

It was perhaps unfortunate that the head of the 
government saw fit to announce the fact that com- 
plaints of unjustifiable price increases had been made 
to Ottawa. This, of course, did nothing to lessen the 
effects of the charges. 

One can imagine that there were one or two 
manufacturers who saw in the budget an opportunity 
for getting a better price on their products. No group 
of individuals or companies is without its “chisselers” 
and its money-grabbers, It is, however, a short-sigted 
policy which seldom works out, in the long run, 
to the advantage of the manufacturer. 

As is pointed ou. by “Industry”, this charge of 
unjustifiable price increases credits neither the manu- 
facturer or the consumer with much intelligence. The 
consumer, after all, has the final says in the matter 
of price leyels. Execpt for the necessities of life, and 
the price of these is fairly well controlled by govern- 
ments at different levels today, he or she can al- 
ways refrain fromm buying if there is any suggestion 
of profiteering; No one is more aware of this econ- 
omic fact than the intelligent manufacturer; and a 
manufacturer who is not intelligent can hardly hope 
to stay in business very long in these days of keen 
competition. : 

Contrary to the beliefs held in many quarters, 
any manufacturer who is worth his salt is far more 
interested in keeping prices as low as possible than 
in obtaining an unreasonably high price for his pro- 
duction. Yolurne is his prime concern and, of course, 
the lower the price the greater the demand.

TRANQUILLIZERS BY THE MILLION 
STILL DO NOT PROVIDE ANSWER 

Tranquilizers are being used increasingly, and 
are helpful in many cases, but they do not provide the 
answer to all mental ills, and in some cases may be 
harmful, states Dr. Jean L. Lapointe, Psychiatnst 
in the Montreal Children’s Hospital, writing in the 
current issue of HEALTH Magazine, official publica- 
tion of the Healih League of Canada. 

In 1956, over 35 million prescriptions were written 
out for tranquillizers (outside of mental institutions) . 
In the United Srates alone, 3 billion tablets were sold 
of a single type. In 1957 one third of all prescriptions

At the start, tranquillizers were hailed as a safe 
relief from the p:essures and tensions of modern liv- 
ing. However, soon, researchers became more careful 
In assessing the affects of the so-called tranquillizers 
and more aware of their shortcomings and more con- 
cerned about their. widespread promotion, and accep- 
tance by the lay public. 

Most of the clinical psychiatrists today agree that 

these drugs have been dramatically successful in the 
treatment of certain types of major psychiatric con- 
ditions, but unexpectedly disappointing when applied 
to minor neurosis. The drugs can help a patient with 
excessive anxiety and hostility to regain control, and 
reorganize his mental composure by blocking the 
overflow of tension — but it will neither remove the 
anxiety permanently nor resolve the conflicts fos- 
tering the hosility. 
4 Dr. Lapointe points out that the use of tranquil- 
lizers in the hands of a skilled medical or psychiatric 
practitioner can be helpful. In spite of the early safe 
signal waved over the first tranquillizers, time and 
trial have shown otherwise. Toxicity is a risk in vary- 
ing degrees — from liver disturbance and jaundice 
to rashes, blindness and even death, To make matters 
worse, these reactions are unpredictable, as they 
change from one individual to another, More con- 
sistent, but still annoying (although less dangerous) 
are the side effects produced by the heavier drugs on 
the nervous system. such as tremors, dizziness, rigid- 
ity of the head or limbs.—Health News Service,

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NIGHT FIRE THREATENS VICT 


‘Cause Unknown 


Two buildings destroyed; 
bucket brigade battles 
blaze from rooftops 


Victoria Road —(PNS)—Only @ 
relatively calm night and the ef- 
forts of volunteer firefighters saved 
this village from almost certain 
destruction by fire last Thursday. 

Tt was after dark (around 10 
p.m.) when the fire was noticed 
eating its way through the unten- 
anted upstairs quarters of a main 


street, two-storey brick veneer 
structure, owned by Col. R. I. 
Moore of Lindsay. In no time at 


all the whole building was ablaze 
and intense heat Was making the 
work of a bucket brigade fighting 
to save the rest of the village 
almost unbearable. 

Members of the quickly-formed 
bucket brigade scaled nearby roofs 
and doused roofs and the sides 
of the buildings with water from | 
Grass Creek which virtually makes | 
an island of the village. They were 
joined later by firemen from Kirk- | 
field and Fenelon Falls but their 
combined action was unable to 
stem the spread of the fire to a 
school bus storage depot owned 
by DeNure Trailways. Only recent- 
ly completed, it was a total loss. ‘ 

The starting point of the fire 
was in the former garage-dwelling | 
directly across the street from 
Al M. Myers’ store. The cause has 
not been officially determined. 

Mr. John Davey, one of the vil-| 
lagers, says there was a_ slight 
breeze when the fire was first) 
noticed but this seemed to die 
down when it was at its peak. 
If it hadn't been for this fact, 
he says he feeds sure the whole 
village might have fallen prey to

Col. R. I. Moore, who was called 
to the fire at 11:45 p.m., has placed 
the value of the building he owned 
at $5,000. There is no loss on the | 
school bus depot available. 

The Kirkfield fire pumper en- 
countered difficulty on its run and 
was bogged down for considerable 
time before it was able to continue 
the trip. 

Citizens were hampered in their 
struggle to subdue the fire by the 
intense heat.

An unnamed resident had phoned 
the office after seeing the man 
lying down on the sidewalk, tes- 
tifled the officer.

Russell G. Lamb 


With the sudden passing of Rus- 
sell G. Lamb, on May 15th, 1959, 
the Town of Lindsay lost one of 
it’s prominent civie-minded cili- 
zens. For 47 years the Inte Russell 
Lamb was a resident and business 
man of the town and in that time 
he served long, faithfully and well 
in whatever capacity he chose dnd 
with g number of organization. 
The late Ald. Lamb was born 
at Prince Albert, near Port Perry 
and following his public school 
training he apprenticed as a Bar- 
ber at Oshawa, After which he 
worked for a time in Toronto. He 
was married in 1911 and in 1912 
he moved to Lindsay entering the 
employee of an expert in the trade, 
Mr. C, Bert Naylor, the tonsor- 
ial shop being located where the 
shop of Marshall Stephens is now 
situated. Later he entered the shop 
of the late Herb Williamson on 
William Street, N., and purchased 
the business a short time after- 
wards. Subsequently Mr, Lamb had 
charge of the barber shop which 
was located in the billiard parlour 
which at the time was operated 
by Mr. H. Eliott, located in the 
Tangney block. In the year 1916 
the late Russell Lamb entered intc 
partnership with Mr. Marshall Ste- 
phens under the name of Stephens 
and Lamb. These two gentlemen 
purchased the barbering business 
of Herb Brick which was then lo- 
cated in the Benson Hotel block, 
Mr. Lamb taking charge. With the 
enlarging of the Hotel Benson, the 
barber shop closed out and Mr, 
Lamb moved in with Mr. Stephens 
where he remained until his re- 
tirement three years ago. Ald. 
Russel] G. Lamb was at all times 
interested in civic matters, his long- 
est term of service with any one 
institution having been the Board 
of Education where he served for 
a quarter of a century, representing 
the East Ward.
